DR.  HALL  LECTURES 
TO  STUDENTS 

A  Large  Crowd  Attend. 

At  a  well  attended  meeting  last 
Tuesday  night.  Dr.  W.  S.  Hall,  of  I 
Northwestern  University,  delivered  | 
a  talk  along  medical  lines  to  the 
students. 

Dr.  Hall  is  professor  of  Physiol- 
ogy in  the  Medical  Department  of 
the  University  and  is  well  known 
in  this  country  and  Canada.  This 
is  his  second  visit  to  us,  having 
lectured  here  year  before  last,  as 
the  present  Juniors  and  Seniors 
will  remember.  He  is  traveling 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Interna- 
tional Committee  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
and,  during  the  past  year,  has  ad- 
dressed more  than  forty  thousand 
students  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada. 

Dr.  Hall  also  gave  a  short  talk 
Wednesday  morning  in  Langdon 
Hall  on  "  Social  Ethics  and  Col- 
lege Life."

The  Orange  and  Blue,  as  the  offi- 
cial organ  of  the  student  body  of 
the  Alabama  Polytechnic  Institute, 
wishes  to  say  a  few  words  in  re- 
gard to  the  hazing  which  it  has 
been  rumored  has  been  going  on  in 
this  institution  for  the  last  few 
weeks.  In  190!),  at  a  meeting  of 
the  faculty  and  a  committee  of  stu- 
dents, it  was  determined  to  eradi- 
cate this  custom  from  this  school. 
Since  that  time  very  little  hazing 
and  that  in  mild  form  has  existed. 
This  year,  however,  seA'eral  cases 
are  reported  as  having  occurred. 
This  paper  takes  a  strong  stand  in 
regard  to  this  question.  Hazing 
must  and  will  be  stopped  from  now 
on.  The  Senior  class  is  opposed 
to  it.  In  the  Senior  class  is  vested 
the  executive  power  of  the  school, 
backed,  of  course,  by  the  president, 
faculty  and  state.  It  is,  therefore, 
up  to  this  class  to  do  all  it  can  in 
stopping  it,  and  we  can  rest  as- 
sured it  will  do  its  best. 

The  new  men  themselves  can 
help  us  in  this  movement  by  al- 
ways remembering  that  they  are 
new  men  and  by  being  courteous 
and  respectful  to  all  old  men.  Let 
them  remember  that  all  of  us  were 
once  like  them  and  that  some  day 
they  expect  to  be  like  us.  Let  them 
never  talk  back  or  be  impudent  to 
an  upper-class  man  and  they  will 
be  respected  and  treated  like  they 
should  be,  like  gentlemen.  We  are 
all  here  for  the  same  purpose,  to 
get  a  good  college  education,  that 
we  may,  in  the  future,  be  a  help  to 
our  fellowmen.  If  all  students,  as 
one,  will  co-operate  with  us,  we 
will  prove  to  our  president,  to  our 
faculty,  and  to  all  interested  in  our 
institution  that  we  are  loyal  to  it 
and  that  we  will  always  be  ready 
to  do  that  which  will  tend  toward 
its  uplift  and  welfare.
